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Students to see changes to meal plans in 2014-15 


In addition to price 

increases on current 
plans, two new plans 
will be implemented.

Cal State Long Beach students 
living on campus next year can ex- 
pect to see some changes in their 
meal plans, including higher costs 
and new options, said Carol Roberts- 
Corb, director of Housing and Resi- 
dential Life. 

One of the increases that will be 
implemeted in 2014-15 will affect 
students who choose to live in double 
occupancy rooms and select the block

meal plan. 

For the 2013-14 academic year, 
the cost for a double occupancy 
room and the block meal plan was 
$10,526, according to the CSULB 
housing website. For the 2014-15 
academic year, however, the cost for 
the same plan will be $10,850, an in- 
crease of $324 per year, according to 
the website. 

Students who choose the value op- 


tion, a meal plan that gives students 
10 meals per week, or the traditional 
plan, which gives students 19 meals 
per week, will also see an increase 
in costs for the 2014-15 academic 
year, according to the CSULB hous- 
ing website. 

However, the increase in the value 
option meal plan will be offset with 


$150 Beach Dollars per semester, - 


which is a new form of payment that 


can be used at approved dining venues 
on and off campus, according to the 
housing website. 

None of the plans, with the excep- 
tion of the block plan, allow for un- 
used meals to be carried over to the 
following week, according to the 
website.

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More than 3,000 students sign up for Owen’s Condition for Tuition 


One student will win 
a free semester of 
tuition for the fall.

A record number of students signed 
up to win free tuition for the fall se- 
mester as part of Owen’s Condition for 
Tuition. 


More than 3,000 students signed 
up by the Feb. 16 deadline, a 37 
percent jump from last semester in 
which 1,914 students signed up, said 
Ashley McKeachie, a membership 
sales and marketing coordinator at 
the Student Recreation and Wellness 
Center. 

Joshua Owen, president of the trans- 
portation services company Ability 
Tri-Modal, has sponsored Owen’s Con- 
dition for Tuition since 2011. He said 
he sponsors the event in an effort to 
motivate students to get involved with 
a healthier lifestyle. 


To qualify for the raffle, stu- 
dents must sign up and accumulate 
29 exercise points, one point for ev- 
ery 30 minutes of exercise. Students 
who are entered into the raffle have 
a chance to win the grand prize: a 
free semester of tuition paid for by 
Owen. 

Other prizes that will be raffled off 
include 3G Bikes and Polar heart rate 
monitors, according to the SRWC web- 
site. 

McKeachie said that of the 1,914 for

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Male anti-sexist activist lectures on violence, masculinity 


Filmmaker Jackson 
Katz talks about how 
gender influences 
violence in the media.

Students and faculty crowded into the 
University Student Union ballroom Mon- 
day to hear anti-sexist male activist, educa- 
tor and filmmaker Jackson Katz give a lec- 
ture on violent sexual trends in the media. 

The lecture was the first in a five-year- 
long series called “The Tiana Ricks Me- 


morial Lecture Series,” which Katz cre- 
ated in honor of Cal State Long Beach 
alumna Marquia Macklin’s six-year-old 
daughter, Tiana Ricks. Tiana was killed 
in a gang-related shooting last Septem- 
ber in Moreno Valley. 

The lecture focused on how 
masculinity influences sex and 
violence in the media. Katz said 
students should think of gender as 
a key factor of violence. 

He opened his lecture by ex- 
plaining, “all violence is gender 
violence.’ He said that gender vio- 
lence, however, is predominantly 
seen aS a woman’s issue rather than a 
man’s issue as well. 

“A lot of people hear the word ‘gen- 
der, and they think it means women, 
so they think gender issues are syn- 


onymous with women issues,’ Katz 
said. “This is one of the ways domi- 
nant systems maintain and reproduce 
themselves ... The dominant group is 
rarely challenged to even think about its

dominance because that’s one of the key 
characteristics of power and privilege.” 

Katz said that women who try to 
challenge men by talking about these is- 
sues are often criticized. 


“Women who try to do that get 
pushed back for their efforts ... and they 
get called names like ‘man-hater’ [and] 
‘femi-nazi,” Katz said. 

Katz said men, including himself, are 
also criticized for speaking out 
about these issues. 

“Essentially, the message is, 
‘He is not a real man’ and ‘[Men] 
don’t have to listen to what he 
has to say,” Katz said. “A lot of 
young guys do care [about speak- 
ing out but] they get policed into 
silence by that kind of bullying.” 

During the event, Katz also 
screened clips from his documentaries 
“Tough Guise” and “Tough Guise 2” 
to illustrate how masculinity and male 
dominance is portrayed in the media. 

Associated Students Inc. Secretary 


for Women’s Affairs Jay Jenkins, who 
helped organize the event, said she was 
happy with the event’s turnout and the 
feedback received from students. 

“He did a very positive thing by 
speaking,” Jenkins said. “[It was] ob- 
vious to me that so many people were 
really listening to what he had to say.” 

Senior women’s gender and sexu- 
ality major Amber Melvin said she 
thought the lecture was interesting and 
that she especially liked learning about 
the role language plays in dealing with 
violence. 

“We tend to say, “This woman got 
raped’ or ‘This person was assaulted’ 
instead of talking about who is doing 
it, which allows to take the focus off of 
[who’s] perpetuating the problem,” Mel- 
vin said.

College resident Katie Tran said she 
wishes housing had changed the policy 
on carrying over unused meals from one 
week to the next. 

“Tt’s ludicrous,” Tran said. “If you 
have the ten meal plan and you don’t fin- 
ish all of your meals, they don’t rollover. 
It’s really shi**y.” 

Roberts-Corb. said the meal plan 
rates portion of the housing fees for the 
2014-15 academic year was negotiated 
by CSULB Housing and Residential 
Life and 49er Shops. 

- Although the room’ portion~of hous- 


ing fees has not increased since 2009, 
meal rates have risen slightly each year, 
Roberts-Corb said. 

“Meal fees typically go up [due to] 
increased labor costs, food costs and 
other operating costs,’ Roberts-Corb 
said. “For example, the minimum wage 
is going up, so it will cost more to pay 
some of the employees.” 

Two more new plans will also be add- 
ed for the 2014-15 academic year. The 7 
Day All Access Plan will offer students 
unlimited meals during dining hall op- 
eration hours and the gold option plan 
will offer students 19 meals per week as 
well as $100 Beach Dollars per semester. 

Roberts-Corb said the total cost of 
living varies depending on whether 


a student chooses to live in a triple or 
double occupancy room. She also said 
the cost. of a triple room is 13 percent 
less than the cost of a double occupancy 
room. 

Freshman music major and Parkside 
College resident Bryan Rosales said 
the increased options are good for stu- 
dents who don’t always eat at the din- 
ing halls. 

“T actually think it’s really good be- 
cause if people don’t eat as much then 
they don’t have to pay as much money,” 
Rosales said. “I think the block plan, 
which I have, I feel like it’s the best be- 
cause I can eat whenever I want pretty 
much, as long as I keep my meals in 
track.”

rouble’s a ‘Bruin on 

campus at University of 

California, Los Angeles 
— or so the media would have you 
believe. Major campus events like 
basketball games don’t seem to be 
enough to distract the public eye 
from a barrage of headlines that 
claim the campus climate is riddled 
with racism. 

Lately, nearly every major news 
media outlet has been following the 
“alleged racism” occurring on UCLA’s 
campus. 

Almost a month ago, UCLA’s Asian 
American Studies Center received a 
derogatory flier that targeted a number 
of ethnic groups, especially Asian 
women. 

And, just last week, an African- 
American law student at UCLA 
received an anonymous note in her 
mailbox that read, “Stop being a sensi- 
tive ni**er,” according to the Huffing- 
ton Post. 

Media outlets, including NBC, CBS 
and the Los Angeles Times, have re- 
ported on the “growing racial tension” 
at UCLA. Stories have focused on the 
need to restructure the campus climate 
in order to create a safe and peaceful 
environment for all students. 

Our immediate thought was that 
racism exists everywhere, so why is 
UCLA’s campus climate getting so 
much attention on this issue? 

Ifa couple of apples on a tree are 
bruised and go bad, do you chop the 
whole thing down? No, you don’t and 
don’t let the media tell you otherwise. 

We think the notion that UCLA 
has a racist climate is more likely 
a result of the media storm that has 
propped the university up as having 
a climate of racism in recent years. 

In November 2012, LA Weekly 
reported that the school had a “se- 


rial idiot on its hands” in an article, 
headlined “Asian Women Targeted in 
Another Act of Sexist, Racist Vandal- 
ism at UCLA.” 

Prior to that article, in May 2012, 
ABC local reported that even a 
university doctor accused the campus 
of racial discrimination. There was ap- 
parently somewhat of a back-and-forth 
between the doctor and other faculty, 
as they defended the campus and said 
his claims were a ruse to bring about 
his tenure. 

There is no doubt that racist inci- 
dents occur on campus at UCLA, but 
the same is likely true for most college 
campuses. In fact, isn’t racism simply 
a sad, lingering fact of the American 
climate in general? 

We would like to see media reports 
that don’t seek to characterize UCLA’s 
campus climate as overtly racist. The 
university prides itself on its diversity, 
as does the entire UC system. 

This is probably why UCLA is cur- 
rently conducting a study of campus 
climate that will wrap up at the end 
of this spring semester. The UCLA 
Faculty Association blog posted that 
the survey is a response to the “racial 
incidents” on campus. 

We appreciate that the campus, 
along with the rest of the UC sys- 
tem, is taking steps toward ensuring 
a campus devoid of racial hatred. 

However, we think continuing 
to feature the perpetrators of these 
actions across the media does more 
harm than good. 

The involvement of the press in 
these cases is serving to exacerbate 
existing racial tensions. 

There is no need to taint the image of a 


successful university by using a handful 


of incidents of racism to support claims 
about the campus as a whole. Let’s stop 
turning these racists into celebrities.

HBO's newest drama sets itself apart

With only one episode left, Nic Pizzolatto’s 
HBO drama “True Detective” has a multitude 
of questions to answer and an average of 10.9 
million viewers to please, according to The Hol- 
lywood Reporter. With the finale looming over- 
head, it could be useful to explain to the uniniti- 
ated just why they should watch the tour de force 
that is “True Detective.” 

A huge draw for many non-television viewers 
is the show’s star power. Both Woody Harrelson 
and Matthew McConaughey have committed to 
eight episodes — and only eight episodes. De- 
spite the short tenure, it’s still a rare thing for 
Hollywood big shots to be caught in a non-cam- 
e0, non-guest spot in a television series. 

“True Detective” was able to secure the two 
well-casted actors solely due to its anthology for- 
mat. Each season will tell a distinct tale, uncon- 
nected to the previous, and with new actors; this 
is unlike FX’s anthology series American Horror 
Story, which reuses actors in different roles. 

“No, I won’t be back for season two,” McCo- 
naughey said at the Academy Awards interview 
session. “Season one was finite.” 

By using such a brief format, Pizzolatto has 
the power to entice other big name stars with 
a one season-long commitment to flock to his 
show, in the same way Harrelson and McCo- 
naughey did. 

Another reason for the show’s success is the 
amount of creative control Pizzolatto possesses 
over it. Unlike even the greatest of other televi- 
sion dramas, such as “LOST,” “Breaking Bad”

and “The Sopranos,” “True Detective” only 
has a single writer and a single director holding 
the reins. With such a streamlined method, it 
wouldn’t be a stretch to say that this show oper- 
ates similarly to how a film is made, reflecting its 
highly cinematic nature. 

Powerful attention to detail is present in the 
series, none more evident than in the fourth epi- 
sode, “Who Goes There.” The first half of the ep- 
isode is a slow burn, indicative of the whole se- 
ries, until around the halfway point, when Rustin 
Cohle (McConaughey) snorts a line of cocaine. 

Though the episode doesn’t draw overt atten- 
tion to it, the pacing picks up considerably, re- 
flecting the altered mental state that results from 
cocaine use. It’s a small detail, hardly noticeable 
for viewers, but, from a filmmaker’s perspective, 
the adjustment was a conscious decision and one 
that has been rewarded by viewers. 

As advertised, the show promotes dark twists 
and turns, but the end product betrays viewer 
expectations — in the best possible way — by 
spending far less time presenting fast-paced 
excitement, and more time reflecting on human 
nature. 

“There are occasional thrills,” A.V. Club writ- 
er Todd VanDerWerff says, “but they’re subordi- 
nate to the philosophical musing.” 

Marty Hart (Harrelson) acts as the lens 
through which the audience views Cohle’s nihil- 
istic introspection. The show’s themes of human 
nature, men’s mistreatment of women and chil- 
dren, and the cyclical pattern of life’s events are 
all tied together poetically and meticulously. 

The first season of True Detective may be ending 
soon, but it would be far too unfortunate for view- 
ers not to give it the attention it deserves, right now 
rather than later. 
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“The Wind Rises” employs the same beautiful animation that di- 
rector Hayao Miyazaki has always used in his films. 


Miyazaki goes out with a bang

Hayao Miyazaki is responsible for creating 
some of the finest animated films of all time. He 
recently announced his retirement from filmmak- 
ing. Therefore, his latest film, “The Wind Rises,” 
is officially Miyazaki’s very last film, but he goes 
out with a bang by creating one of the most inti- 
mate and beautiful films I have ever seen. 

All of Miyazaki’s films are owned by Disney 
and are always dubbed into English to bring them 
to American audiences. Some anime classics of 
his include “My Neighbor Totoro,” “Porco Rosso,”

“The Wind Rises” is a Japa- 
nese animated film that tells the 
story of Jiro Horikoshi, whose 
life goal-is to simply design 
beautiful aircrafts.

The film depicts Jiro’s 
everday life as he slowly but 
surely invents the ultimate Jap- 
anese fighter.

Naoko is ill but chooses 
to pursue a relationship with 
Jiro regardless. The two grow closer and fall in 
love as Jiro creates his plane. 

“The Wind Rises” is an incredibly touching 
film. It is entirely character-driven and beautifully 
told. Hayao Miyazaki has taken the time to pains- 
takingly draw his backgrounds and characters 
with such care and beauty that just about every 
shot is worth framing in your home. The film is 
so intimate because we get to see the everyday life 
of ordinary people in such a realistic and beauti- 
ful way. 

The audience experiences everything with Jiro; 


from failure to love loss and success. 

The romance depicted in this animated film was 
just as powerful as the love found in Pixar’s “Up.” 
Jiro and Naoko’s relationship is incredibly touch- 
ing. Every second the two shared on screen was 
imagined beautifully. 

The film combines interesting dream sequences 
into its narrative. These scenes also serve to dem- 
onstrate how determined and committed Jiro is to 
the beautiful design of his airplane, rather than its 
capacity for destruction in war. 

The American voice cast in the film is also 
great. Joseph Gordon Levitt plays a fantastic 
Jiro, as he perfectly captures the lead character’s 
gentle nature. John Krasinski of “The Office” 
also does a fine job as Jiro’s best friend and fel- 
low engineer Honjo.

The most surprising and en- 
joyable voice actor to hear, 
though, was none other 
than legendary filmmaker 
Werner Herzog.
